BGHS To Get An 
Honer System? 


Along about the middle of the 
school year, senior class presi- 
dent Leo James came up with 
the idea of an Honor System for 
BGHS, Honor Systems have 
been used extensively and 
usually successfully throughout 
the nation's colleges, and in 
some high schools. Leo introduc- | 
ed the idea to his own class and 
they too, thought it was what 
BGHS needed, since there had| 
been quite a bit of cheating go-! 
ing on in the school. From the 
senior class were chosen a few 
students who were much in| 
favor of the system, to visit the} 
junior class and put the idea 
before them. From there, a few 
juniors were selected to go with 
the seniors to the sophomore | 
class, and so on. The students 
who were in favor of the honor 
system became very enthusiastic 
about it and made it their busi- 
ness to persuade the others that 
it was a good idea. It soon be- 
came a saying around the school 
“If you don’t want it, you're 
afraid of it.” The far sighted 
youngsters say that the Honor 
System would have a great part 
in moulding aʻ students charac- 
ter and in building a pride in 
himself and in his school. 

‘The group met with some op- 
position but they worked hard 
and convinced the majority of 
thefStudent body tnat the Honor 
System was a good thing for 
BGHS. They wrote up an honor 
system constitution which will 
be presented to the student body 
for a vote next year. It depends 
entirely upon next year's stu- 
dent body as to whether there 
will be an Honor System in 
BGHS or not. 

This is the way part of the 
constitution reads: LAWS: (1) 
Every student of BGHS will be 
required to sign a pledge of his 
honor. (2) There will be no 
cheating at any time under any 
conditions, (3) Under no circum- 
stances will a student be allow- 
ed to interfere with another's 
personal possessions — (locker, 
gym, physical ed supplies, foot- 
ball equipment, etc.) without 
the written permisison of the 
owner and/or assistance from a 
member of the faculty (4) It 
is not compulsory for a member 
of the Honor Court to be a mem- 
ber of the Student Council. (7) 
At no time will anything dis- 
cussed in proceedings of the 
Honor Court be revealed out-) 
side. (8) There will be no steal- 
ing or damaging of” property 
while representing BGS (sports, 
club activties, class parties, etc.) 
(10) Any person upon seeing a 
violation of the Honor Code, 
will be expected to report same 
to the Honor Court. Amend- 
ments to the Honor Court con- 
stitution may be made by a 2/3 
vote of the members of the Hon- 
or Court. Procedure: (1) a 
written summons shall be serv- 
ed within three weeks of the 
alleged crime. (2) witnesses 
will not be required to appear 
at the-trial of the accused, ex- 
cept upon request of the wit- 
ness, (3) all cases will be in- 
vestigated before trial. (4) A 
confidential report of all vio- 
lations brought before the Hon- 
or Court will be kept in the 
Confidential file. (5) The Honor 
Court will punish only violators 
of the Honor Code, Jurisdiction: 
All members of the Honor Court 
will be expected to attend all 
meetings of the same, including 
members of the faculty. In the 
event that any member of the 
Honor Court misses two con- 
secutive meetings without an 
excuse, he will be required to 
submit his resignation. Com- 
position of the Honor Court: (1) 
The Honor Court will be com- 
posed of members of the ninth 
through twelveth grades, 
two members from each class, 
to be chosen by the faculty. (2) 
There will be two representa- 
tives from the seventh and 
eighth grades who wife allow- 
ed to sit in on some of the pro- 
cedures but will have no voting 
or speaking power. (3) There 
will be fwo members of the| 
faculty on the Honor Court who 
will be advisors only and will 
have no voting power. (4) All|
